Lineups at gates 
People can line up starting 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday, and at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight queues, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to reserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for 
others is not allowed. One 
tarp per person, please. 


Controlled entry 


To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the 
site in groups of 25 at one- 
minute intervals and must 
walk rather than run. Gates 
open 90 minutes before 
shows begin. 


Wristbands 


As you enter the gate, you 
will receive a wristband 
in exchange for your 
ticket — 4-day wristband 
for a festival pass or daily 
wristband for individual 
tickets. 


e All festival patrons must 
wear a wristband, except 
for children 11 years and 
under. 


¢ If you want to leave the 
park and return later, the 
wristband will get you back 
into the site.

Be a good neighbour’ 


We take pride in the fact 
that festival fans are, for the 
most part, considerate of 
each other. Here are some 
neighbourly tips to help 
make the weekend a great 
one for everybody. 


Blankets, tarps & tents 


e Tarp sizes are limited to 8 
by 10 feet (2.5 by 3 metres.) 
Use only space you need. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed, with legs no 
higher than 15 centimetres 
and seat backs only up to 
shoulder height. 


¢ Tents and lean-tos can only 
be used at the top of the 
hill. No family-size tents — 
they must be 1.5 metres 

or less in height. Tents are 
limited to a designated 
area, which is a non- 
smoking zone. 

¢ Low-lying lean-tos can 

be used lower on the hill 
during inclement weather. 

e Take your belongings 
with you at the end of each 
day. Tarps left overnight 
can be claimed at the lost & 
found. 


Where are your kids? 


Do not leave children 
unattended. 
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Non-smoking areas 


¢ Main stage non-smoking 
area is the west side of the 
hill, using the walkway as 
the dividing line all the way 
through the sound booth 
to the main stage. See 
signs. 

¢ Tents at top of the hill 

e Session stages 

e Family Area and stage 

¢ Beer Garden 

¢ Hearing-impaired area 
e Access area, on the west 
side of the main stage 


Pitch in 

¢ Pick up your garbage and 
put it in a garbage can 

¢ Recycle all recyclables 


e Pinch and pocket 
cigarette butts 


Make room for the 
evening crowd 


At 4:30 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday, we will open the 
gates to an additional 1,000 
patrons for the evening 
main stage acts. Please help 
them feel welcome and 
make space for them. 


Dance 


Dance to your heart’s 
content at Stage 1, and 
at the sides of main 

stage where there’s lots of 
room and you won't block 
anyone’s view. 


Stay seated 


Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They 
too would like to see the 
show. 


Shh... keep it down 


Be considerate. If you must 
talk during performances, 
please do so quietly. 


Talk it out 


Please use friendly 
discussion to sort out any 
boundary disputes or 
other problems with your 
neighbours. 


If all else fails... 


If a polite request doesn’t 
resolve your concern, feel 
free to contact a Liaison 
Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow 
vest). You can also seek 
assistance at the Security 
tent, east of Cloverdale Hall 
and the public plate return 
station or at the top of the 
hill. 


Get a cover for your 
candle 


Thousands of sparkling 
lights at night look 
spectacular, but be careful! 


e Candle covers are 
inexpensive and available 
from the General Store. 
Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles 
mandatory. 


e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are 
highly flammable. 


¢ Keep your candle ina 
cup; please don’t drip wax 
on the hill.

Wheelchair access 

e Limited Parking is 
available near the main 
gate (94 Street, 97 Avenue) 
for vehicles marked with 
official handicapped 
parking signs. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate 
and access sites. 


e People who use 
wheelchairs may listen to 
the main stage artists ina 
designated listening area 
. My AG 
just west of the main stage. 


e Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted 
to reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow 
the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers 
will assist people with 
disabilities off the site or to 
sheltered areas as quickly 
and safely as possible. 


Visually impaired 
If you have a 
visual disability, 
ask for the 
workshop 
schedule in 
Braille or large 
print. 


Hearing 

For festival goers who are 

hard of hearing, there are: 

° magnetic induction loops 
at all performance areas 


¢ loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing 
aid or no T-switch. 
Receivers can be picked 
up and returned at the 
Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction 

loop system consists of an 

antenna placed beneath the 

sod in a 25-square-foot area 

in front of the stage. 

¢ If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the oH bas 
position. 


e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 

e Your hearing aid will act 
as a receiver; no other 
equipment is required. 

If you have any questions 

about hearing access, contact 

an Access crew volunteer 
through the Information 

Tent: 


FM receivers and accessories will 
be available at the Information 
Tent. A credit card or driver's 
licence is required as a deposit.

Ridley Bent 


British Columbia 
Nominated for songwriter 

of the year at the 2006 
Western Canadian Music 
Awards, Ridley Bent has the 
charm of Hank Williams 

and the swagger of Dwight 
Yoakam. But with an unlikely 
convention of musical 
influences from Eminem to 
Johnny Cash, Bent defied the 
pigeon hole with the release of 
his first album, Blam, in 2005. 
The one-time ski hopeful, who 
had moved to Whistler, B.C., 
to go pro but instead ditched 
the slopes for the guitar, 

soon earned the “hick-hop” 
moniker like his hometown 
Halifax contemporary Buck 
65. After Blam, it appears he 
chose one musical road rather 
than straddle two, becoming a 
bona fide country phenom.

Buckles and Boots, released last 
year, delighted country fans 
with its traditional western 
swing style and original lyrics. 
Reviewers have praised it 
precisely for what it lacks: 

the overbaked sentimentality 
of the modern country 

genre. “Nine Inch Nails,” for 
example, offers a clever twist 
on the break-up song (“She 
got the tool collection, he got 
her Husker Du and Nine Inch 
Nails”).

The Black Pioneer Heritage Singers 


Junetta Jamerson, the 
founder and director of the 
group, is a fifth generation 
descendant of a very musical 
black American family that 
settled in Wildwood. A 
lifelong Edmonton resident, 
she has been singing gospel 
since she was a child. The 
other members are Linda 
Campbell, Sierra Jamerson, 


Hugh French, Paul Gardener 
and Quenten Brown. 


This group of professional 
singers and musicians 
deliver a spirited sound 
seldom heard outside the 
southern United States. In 
a wide variety of styles from 
field chants, spirituals, 
rollicking call and responses 


Where else 
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and gospel standards, the 
Heritage Singers give an 
authentic representation of 
this tradition. The pain of 
bondage and the celebration 
of freedom are expressed 
with tight harmonies, soaring 
vocals, hand rhythms and lush 
vocal dynamics.

Two thirds 
of the popular pan-global 
band Tri-Continental, Bill 
Bourne and Madagascar Slim 
draw on influences as far flung 
as the Arctic and Africa, and 
now they’re touring as a duo, 
with Slim’s screaming blues 
guitar and Bill’s warbling, 
bordering-on-yodeling vocals 
swelling to fill the space 
usually occupied by bandmate 
Lester Quitzau’s slide guitar. 


Bill is a local roots legend, a 
grizzled festival veteran from 
rural Alberta who started 
playing piano at country halls 
at age two (or so the story 
goes). These days, a fixture 
on the benefits circuit, he’s 
known as much for his social 
conscience and signature 
black top hat as his distinct, 
foot-stomping blend of genres 
ranging from world beat to 
flamenco to Cajun and Celtic. 
As Tom Russell says about Bill: 
“Get religion, brother and 
sister. This is the real thing.” 


Slim, born in Madagascar and 
based in Toronto, mixes the 
traditional “Salegy” finger- 
picking of his homeland with 
Jimi Hendrixesque blues. His 
collaborations with Bill — such 
as “Blue Eyed Moggie,” on their 
debut release as a duo this past 
spring — have a timeless feel, 
brimming with bursts of raw 
1960s-type energy. DR

Moya Brennan 
Ireland 

After being the voice of the 
top Irish band, Clannad, for 
decades, Moya Brennan has 
moved on to become the “first 
lady of Celtic music.” 


Moya hailed from an 
extremely musical family in 
northwest Ireland, her mother 
being a music teacher and her 
father a cabaret musician. As 
a youngster she studied harp 
and piano, and performed 
with her father’s band. In 1970 
Clannad was formed by two of 
Moya’s brothers and her twin 
uncles and became the top 
Irish traditional band, making 
appearances on shows such as 
Top of the Pops and winning a 
Grammy Award in 1999. 


But Moya, whose sister went on 
to a successful career under 
the name Enya, kept her 
musical individuality, finding 
other influences along the way, 
such as Joni Mitchell. In 1992 
she started releasing her own 
albums, and Whisper to the Wild 
Waters won a Grammy for the 
Best New Age album in 2001. 
Despite her music’s hypnotic, 
lush orchestration that seems 
to accompany much new age 
music, being a strong Catholic 
she eschews that label. In fact, 
in 2000, she performed in 
Rome for 2.1 million people, 
including Pope John Paul II 
for World Youth Day. 


Over the years Moya has 
appeared on 25 albums. Her 
music has also been used in a 
number of movies, including 
Circle of Friends, King Arthur 
and To End All Wars. Her voice 
has also been used to promote 
tourism in Ireland, Scotland 
and the city of Belfast. She 
appears at Folkfest with her 
eight-piece band to create her 
Celtic wall of sound. MS

can make it. 


The collective has spawned 

a number of top bands 

and performers including 
Feist, Stars, Metric, The 
Weakerthans, k-os, Do May 
Say Think and The Apostles of 
Hustle. Pretty impressive. 


BSS’s music is sometimes 
called baroque pop, but 
that’s too limiting. There is 
almost wall-to-wall sound 

on some tracks, beautiful 
orchestrations using guitars, 
woodwinds, violins and 
especially horns. You can get 
enveloped within the sound. 


And there have been awards. 
The group won a Juno for 
alternative album of the year 
for You Forgot it in People in 
2003. Three years later BSS’s 
eponymous Broken Social Scene 
scooped up another Juno for 
alternative album of the year. 


If you haven’t heard BSS, 

you will wonder where you've 
been for their glory years.

Jon Brooks takes an eternal 
subject of folk songs — the 
horror and futility of war — 
and puts it into a Canadian 
context. From the young 
soldier who joins up and is sent 
to Afghanistan just to escape 
a dead end job in Mimico 

to the old vet who still has 
nightmares after a night at the 
Legion, Brooks’ disc Ours and 
the Shepherds reminds us that 
war is not something that only 
happens to others. 


His articulate songs about war, 
sung with the same level of 
passion as Steve Earle at his 
most political, come after a 
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long intellectual and spiritual 
journey. He started making 
music in high school, first 
playing drums and then guitar 
and piano. He was the organ 
player for the band The Norge 
Union in Toronto until they 
disbanded in 1995. 


Jon decided to go travelling 
and played solo shows through 
Poland and Ireland. He 
hitchhiked throughout Croatia 
and Bosnia-Herzegovina 
viewing the devastation of civil 
war and ethnic cleansing. In 
1998 he returned to Canada 
and played Toronto’s North by 
Northeast festival. Unable to 
reconcile the modern music 
industry with the wreckage 

he witnessed in the former 
Yugoslavia, he quit music for 
seven years. 


After studying English 
literature — he is also a 
published essayist — Jon 


returned to songwriting. 
Convinced that a song could 
reach more people with 
truthful storytelling, he 
released his first CD, No Mean 
City, in 2005. Ours and the 
Shepherds won the 2007 award 
from the Ontario Council 

of Folk Festivals for its song 
“Auction Days.” The same year 
he was nominated for best 
songwriter by the Canadian 
Folk Music Awards. MP

Alison Brown defies all 

banjo stereotypes. There 

are a million jokes about 
banjo players, most of them 
questioning the intelligence or 
oral hygiene of the picker. 


Well, Alison has mighty fine 
teeth and she went to Harvard 
— and that’s no joke. After 

an undergraduate degree at 
Harvard, she picked up an 
MBA at UCLA and became an 
investment banker for a few 
years before returning to her 
first love of banjo playing. The 
New Yorker said that anybody 
who thinks that career move 
“’.. was a foolish move hasn’t 
heard her play.” 


Although she started off in 
bluegrass and still reveres that 
genre, Alison has taken banjo 
to new horizons, using her 
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fiery technique and composing 
a jazzy, newgrass hybrid of 
acoustic music, whether it’s on 
the conventional five-string or 
the nylon string electric. Her 
compositions are just as bound 
to have piano backup as they 
are to be backed by traditional 
bluegrass instruments. 


As a teenager she had played 
in several bands in native 
California, including one 
with legendary fiddler Stuart 
Duncan. She gave it up for 
university and high finance, 
but returned to music in 

a big way in the early ‘90s, 
touring with Alison Krauss 
and Michelle Shocked, 

then earning a Grammy 
nomination for her first solo 
disc, Simple Pleasures. 


In 1995 Alison and her 
bassist/husband Garry West, 
used their business and 
musical acumen to found 
their own record company. 
Compass Records now boasts 
a catalogue of nearly 200 
releases, everything from 
Irish instrumental giants

Buckwheat Zydeco 
United States 


When Stanley Joseph Dural 
Jr. signed a deal with Island 
Records in the mid-1980s, his 
group, Buckwheat Zydeco, 
became the first zydeco band 
in America to work with a 
major label. Nearly 30 years 
after first forming, the group 
remains synonymous with 

its namesake genre — even if 
Stanley isn’t the least bit shy 
about shuffling into R&B 
and soul with his hefty piano 
accordion. 


Zydeco, which evolved out 
of the fast-paced, call-and- 
response folk music popular 
among Louisiana’s black 
and multi-racial French- 
speaking Creoles in the late 
1800s, doesn’t have a more 
mainstream champion than 
Buckwheat Zydeco. 


Part of that recognition stems 
from their longevity. Part of it 
comes from their versatility: 
they’ve opened for U2, shared 
the stage with Los Lobos and 
covered Bob Dylan. But mostly, 
it’s their contagious energy and 
blistering live shows the keep 


both fans and critics electrified. 


“Buckwheat absolutely took no 
prisoners,” Cleveland’s Scene 
Magazine wrote after a gig. 
“From the moment he took the 
stage, the space in front of the 
stage was filled with a mass of 
wildly dancing fans... hotter 
than Louisiana Tabasco sauce.” 
More succinctly, the Gazette in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan declared 
that “if you can’t dance to 
Buckwheat, vous 

étes mort.” 


Stanley Dural comes by his 
sound, and all this acclaim, 
honestly. Growing up in 
Lafayette, Louisiana in 

the 1950s, he’d sneak into 
clubs to catch the era’s R&B 
stars coming through town,

watching Fats Domino’s 
fingers dance across the 
keyboard at age nine. He 

fell hard for sexy R&B but 
eventually succumbed to his 
traditionalist father’s nagging 
and had a listen to Zydeco 
legend Clifton Chenier. He 
was blown away. Then he 
picked up an accordion. The 
rest — the cliché fits in this case 
— is history. DR

Carolina Chocolate 
Drops 
United States 


Interest in the string band 
music of The Carolina 
Chocolate Drops is on the rise. 
The trio’s revival and updating 
of the combination of banjo 
and fiddle in most antebellum 
black rural communities is 
winning them accolades from 
other musicians and acclaim 
from critics. 


Taj Mahal is a big fan: “The 
Carolina Chocolate Drops 
can really play, their music 
is electrifying!” A review in 
Rolling Stone last summer 
described their release, 
Dona Got A Ramblin’ Mind, as 
“dazzling in its velocity and 
virtuosity.” 


The group, based in Durham, 
North Carolina, is made 

up of three young talented 
black musicians with Dom 
Flemons providing vocals, 
playing guitar and jug root to 
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Carolina Chocolate Drops 


supply the rhythm, as well as 
harmonica. Dom hails from 
Arizona. Both his band mates 
are from North Carolina. 


Rhiannon Giddens, vocalist, 
banjo and fiddle player, got 
captured by the music after 
graduating from Oberlin 
Conservatory of Music. The 
Carolina Chocolate Drop’s 
primary fiddler and vocalist, 
Justin Robinson, was trained 
in classical violin. According 
to the band’s website, Justin 
developed an interest in 
bluegrass and old-time fiddle 
music, as well as the fife and 
drum tradition of African- 
Americans in the Deep South. 


There were differences 
between the string band 
music played in the foothills 
of North and South Carolina 
than what was historically 
played in the southern 
Appalachian mountains of 
Virginia, Tennessee and North 
and South Carolina. The 
foothills, or piedmont area, 
in the Carolinas put more 
emphasis on the banjo. 


Dom explains the music’s 
popularity: “It has all the 
basics. A good feel -- and that 
can be a strong beat or a swing 
beat or a thumping dance beat 
-- that gets you on your feet 
and enough of a tune to sing 


along to. This music was made 
for dancing.” 


As a sign that the popularity 
of their electrifying African- 
American roots music 
continues to grow, The Drops 
are now booked into 2009. 
The band also seems to have 
caught the eye of Hollywood. 
They have recently made 
their movie debut in a Denzel 
Washington film called The 
Great Debaters. RH

U.S. Delta region including 
his hometown of Port Arthur, 
Texas. Recorded with Rounder 
artists, The Tarbox Ramblers, 
the disc is more sombre 

than his usual upbeat style 
with covers of his father, P.J. 
Harvey, Hank Williams and 
Van. Morrison. 


His most recent disc, Step it 
Up, has earned him praise 
from across the continent. 
The Chicago Sun-Times says the 
disc is, “as good a party album 
as is likely to appear anytime 
soon.

If you meet Brett Dennen 

in the beer tent, you might 
wonder where he got the fake 
ID. But don’t let the baby 
face fool you. Raised and 
home-schooled in northern 
California, Brett is at the 
vanguard of an authentic new 
American roots movement. 


Rolling Stone named him one 
of 10 new artists to watch last 
November comparing his 
“finger-picked, jazz-influenced 
chord structures” to Dave 
Matthews or early John Mayer, 
the latter of whom has become 
a Brett Dennen fan and 
touring partner. 


Brett started out as many 
singer/songwriters do, in 
bands that didn’t fit. Breaking 
away to join the coffee shop 
and bar circuit, he eventually 
amassed enough songs to 
release a self-titled disc 

in 2004, which he toured 
relentlessly. Two years later, 

he returned to the studio 

and recorded So Much More, 
the career-maker. West coast 
radio stations began playing 
“She’s Mine,” and popular TV 
dramas started featuring his 
music. It may have taken him a 
few years to gain recognition, 
but he doesn’t mind. “I make 

a conscious effort when I’m 
playing music to stay true 

to myself,” he says. “Maybe I 
could have had quicker success 
if I tried to make myself more 
poppy. But the success isn’t the 
reason I’m doing it. It’s about 
making people feel good.” 


He regularly invites local non- 
profits to set up booths at his 
shows and he’s recorded an 
album of songs to promote 
diversity and peace among 
children. But while his heart may 
be true, his talent is too. LG

Dervish soon caught on, both 

in Ireland and abroad, as it 
continued to release successful 
CDs throughout the 1990s and 
into this century. Playing With Fire 
reached No. | on the Irish Folk 
Music Charts in 1995 and 

At The End Of The Day won the 
Hot Press Traditional/Folk 
Album of the Year for 1996. The 
double recording Live in Palma 
(1997) has been hailed by critics 
as one of the best live traditional 
recordings of all time.

Dervish is renowned for 
instrumental virtuosity and 
high-energy arrangements, 
but with vocalist Cathy Jordan 
fronting the band, also has a 
soft romantic side. 


While there have been several 
lineup changes over the years, 
original members Brian 
McDonagh (mandola), Liam 
Kelly (flute and whistles), 
Shane Mitchell (accordion) and 
Michael Holmes (bouzouki) 
have stayed with Dervish, while 
fiddler Tom Morrow joined in 
the late’90s. 


Dervish has received numerous 
honours from the nation 
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that spawned it: Freedom of 
the Borough of Sligo and an 
invitation to accompany Prime 
Minister Bertie Ahearn on a 
trade mission to China.

With a dozen Grammy awards 
and countless other musical 
accolades, including country 
musician of the year (three 
times!), Dobro master Jerry 
Douglas is showing no signs of 
slowing down. 


On break from Alison Krauss 
and Union Station, Douglas 

is bringing his own band to 
the Edmonton Folk festival to 
continue pressing the limits of 
bluegrass. 


“It’s important to me to keep 
stretching,” Jerry said in an 
interview on his website. 
“When you stop learning, 
you're dead.” The new band 
includes drums for a bigger, 
fuller sound, something he 
admits is not always welcomed 
by some traditional bluegrass 
fans. 


During his career Jerry has 
recorded on more than 2,000 
albums, including music 
released by James Taylor, 
Phish, Paul Simon, Bill Frisell, 
Earl Scruggs, Ray Charles, 
Lyle Lovett, Bill Evans, The

Chieftains, Sam Bush and 
the 8 million-plus selling 
soundtrack to O Brother, 
Where Art Thou. 


Jerry has done so much for the 
sound of the resophonic slide 
guitar that the Beard company 
has issued the Jerry Douglas 
model. 


Jerry has appeared at Folkfest 
numerous times in a backup 
role for artists such as Peter 
Rowan, Edgar Meyer and 
Alison Krauss, and played a 
memorable afternoon session 
with guitar master Martin 
Simpson. This year he embarks 
on new musical adventures with 
his own band, which includes 
Luke Bulla on fiddle, Guthrie 
Trapp on guitar, Todd Parks 
on bass and Chad Melton on 
drums.

The Duhks’ musical 
migrations have taken them 
to many destinations. This 
Winnipeg band comes from 

a base of Appalachian and 
Irish dance hall styles, with 
stops at soul, gospel, Brazilian 
and African rhythms. If that 
tour around the planet isn’t 
enough, they can also belt 
out a mean version of “Whole 
Lotta Love,” which they did at 
MerleFest accompanied by Led 
Zeppelin’s John Paul Jones on 
mandolin. 


All of these influences aren’t 
water off the Duhks’ back. 
They stick and mix into a 
whirlpool of sound described 
as “sheer rock and roll.” 


Described in their official bio 
as the “band of five skilled, 
high-energy, tattooed twenty- 
somethings from Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,” the Duhks formed 
in 2001 under the leadership 
of founder Leonard Podolak 
and released their first 
self-titled CD a year later, 
produced by banjo genius Bela 
Fleck. 


Their follow-up release, Your 
Daughters and Your Sons, 
marked their Canadian debut 


and, along with Migration, has 
earned this group a growing 
fan base of admirers from

around the world, thanks to 
their relentless touring to 
perform in halls and festivals 
around the world. 


Migration was produced in 
Nashville by Tim O’Brien, a 
veteran of folk and bluegrass. 


Leonard Podolak (banjo, 
vocals), Jordan McConnell 
(guitar, pipes, whistles, vocals) 
and Tania Elizabeth (fiddle) 
are original Duhks, while ~ 
Sarah Dugas (vocals) and 

her brother Christian Dugas 
(percussion) joined the band 
over the past 18 months. 


The Duhks have scooped up 
one Juno award, two Juno 
nominations, a nomination 
for a Grammy Award in the 
category for the Best Country 
Vocal Performance by a Group 
or Duo, an American Music 
Association nomination for 
Best Emerging Artists and two 
Folk Alliance awards. 


So, expect an eclectic, raucous 
performance and original 
sound from a band that has 
all of its Duhks lined up in a 
row.

Alberta 

Edmonton’s Maria Dunn has 
received widespread acclaim 
for her songs inspired by the 
struggles and triumphs of 
everyday working people, and 
she manages to tell her stories 
with savvy from many musical 
genres. 


Alternating between country, 
bluegrass, folk and Celtic, 
Maria, who was born in 
Scotland and raised in 
Ontario, exudes a deep social 
conscience, combined with 
personal history from the eyes 
of the people about whom she 
writes. 


Dunn’s critically acclaimed 
debut release, From Where I 
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Stand (1998) is said to find a 
beautiful balance between the 
past and the present, melding 
Scottish inspired melodies, 
the musical culture of Cape 
Breton, along with some 
upbeat country and bluegrass 
tunes. 


Her equally acclaimed follow- 
up CD, For a Song (2001), is 
infused with poignant social 
commentary about real people 
and events. Nominated for 

a 2002 Juno Award, the disc 
features such artists as the 
McDades, Con O’Brien from 
the Irish Descendants singing 
back up vocals, Lester Quitzau 
on Dobro, and her long-time 
producer, Shannon Johnson, 


on violin who joins Maria at 
the Folkfest. 


A similar theme continues 
with her 2004 project, We 
Were Good People, which 
lends voice to the people of 
Canada’s past, telling their 
stories of resilience and hope 
through the experiences of 
immigration, exploitation 
and The Depression. The 
Red Deer Advocate calls this “a 
crackerjack of a folk album- 
one that is singalongable, 
bouncy, and spirited ... 
Dunn is Alberta’s premier 
songwriter.” RK

The Fairfield Four 
United States 

Few bands get standing 
ovations during church 
services. Even fewer perform 
encores. Of course, it takes 
an almighty group to call 
itself The Fairfield Four even 
though, quite clearly, it’s a 
quintet. 


Created back in the early 
1920s by the pastor of Fairfield 
Baptist Church in Nashville 

as a project to occupy his 

sons, Harry and Rufus

Carrethers, this heritage act 
has undergone countless 
personnel changes over 

the decades. In the 1930s, 

it became a quartet and 
recorded for RCA Victor and 
Columbia — displaying the 
same deep, rolling bass lines 
and intricately harmonized 
versions of traditional hymns 
that remain its hallmark 
today. After landing a national 
radio show and touring 
throughout the U.S., the 
Fairfield Four took a brief 
hiatus — 20 years, give or take 
— before reuniting in 1980 

for a concert. The original 
band members are all dead 
or retired now, but their spirit 
lives on in the new lineup, 
and the accomplishment 
keep piling up: a Grammy for 
Best Traditional Soul Gospel 
Album, for instance, anda 
spot on the O Brother Where Art 
Thou? soundtrack. 


For an inkling of what a 
Fairfield Four concert is like, 
heed the words of one Elvis 
Costello. “In truth I would 
have been among those who 
had never done more than 
utter ‘Amen’ in their life,” 
Costello said after hearing 
them in London. “However, as 
I stood by the side of the stage 
to listen, it became apparent 
that something extraordinary 





was taking place. A ‘reprise 
chorus’ became longer than 
the previous song, and so on, 
until the place was almost in 
an uproar, swept along by this 
wonderful sound and feeling. 
If few souls were saved that 
night, then quite a few were 
obviously swayed.” DR 


Michael Franti and 
Spearhead 

United States 

If you're sitting near the front 
of the main stage this year, 
(you lucky sons of a gun), 
check out the feet of Michael 
Franti. Sure, it’s not unusual 
for a performer to be barefoot 
during a show, but for Michael, 
it’s a way of life. Serious fans 
of the Oakland-born musician 
and activists are aware of this 
fact, but just in case you aren't, 
then you might not know that 
Michael Franti hasn’t worn a 
real pair of shoes since 2000. 


What turned out to be a 
three-day experiment of 
going barefoot turned into 
an eight-year lifestyle choice. 
“T don’t do it out of any form 
of protest, so if somebody 
asks me to wear flip-flops to 
go into a restaurant or onto 
an airplane, I do that,” he 
once said in an interview.

Dan Frechette 
Manitoba 


Writing songs comes naturally 
to Pinawa, Manitoba native 
Dan Frechette. He’s been 
doing it since the age of 15, 
and has written about 1,400 
tunes of all kinds over the 
years. His lifelong study of 
singer-songwriters has led him 
through every possible musical 
genre, from bluegrass to funk 
to country to jazz and back. 


At 17 Dan was signed to EMI 
Music; he moved to Toronto 


and was told to write hits for 
boy bands. Frustrated, he 
returned home and began a 
troubadour’s odyssey. He and 
his guitar flopped in parks, 
hostels and impromptu co- 
ops, playing tunes for food 
and shelter. He met other 
songwriters; learned the lore 
of his craft and kept writing 
songs. 


By 1998 Dan and his whiskey- 
cured voice were back home 

in Winnipeg. He played with 
several bands over the next few 
years. 


In 2005 his album Lucky Day 
was produced by Edmonton’s 
Bill Bourne and included 
instrumental backing by Tania 
Elizabeth, Jordan McConnell, 
and Leonard Podolakof the 
Duhks. “The most impressive 
Canadian folk debut by a solo 
artist since David Francey,” 
said the Toronto Star. It is a

Amos Garrett and 
the Festival House 
Band 

Alberta, Ontario 

Amos Garrett’s storied career 
as a guitarist goes back more 
than four decades, but he’s 
nowhere near hanging up his 
rock ‘n’ roll shoes. 


Amos has recorded tracks 
with many of the greats: Stevie 
Wonder, Bonnie Raitt, lan and 
Sylvia and he even played on 
Anne Murray’s Snowbird. And 
of course there’s that one-take, 
string-bending solo on Maria 
Muldaur’s Midnight at the 
Oasis, which is one of the most 
memorable solos in pop music 
history. 


Amos hasn’t rested on his 
laurels. No siree. He has 
recently released Get Way 
Back: A Tribute to Percy 
Mayfield. The disc is already 
being hailed by critics such 
as CKUA’s Peter North as one 
of Amos’ best. Backed by a 
powerful horn section, Amos’ 
voice just slides into Mayfield’s 
classics. 


Amos has a trip to Japan on 
the cards, and he continues 
to play with his hot club swing 
band, the Cold Club. 


Born in Detroit, Amos cut his 
teeth in Toronto and has been 
a longtime resident of High 
River, where he can indulge in 
his second favourite pastime 
of fly fishing whenever he gets 
the urge.

So, though 
you may know him to be 

host of Q, CBC’s afternoon 
eclectic music and culture 
programme, Jian also has 

a regular on-air column on 
George Stromboulopoulous’s 
The Hour. 


He is also a documentary 
filmmaker: in 2006, he 
completed a series entitled 
The End, an exploration into 
the ways that technology is 
affecting various media. Jian’s 
writing has also circulated 

in The Globe and Mail, Now 
Magazine and The Sunday 
Washington Post. 


Despite this illustrious 

resume, Jian says, “My friends 
are usually bugging me for 
spending so much time fussing 
over my hair.” 


Back when he had long hair, 
he was front man for Moxy 
Fruvous a name selected 
explicitly because it was “a 
name that wasn’t easy to 
remember and didn’t mean 
anything.” Their song, “King 
of Spain,” was only the second 
independently-produced 
song in history to top the 
Canadian charts. As part of 
Moxy Fruvous, Jian recorded 
seven albums between 1990 
and 2000. The band’s largely

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a cappella style produced 
infectious melodies that

Challenge yourself to listen 
to “Stuck in the 90s” without 
getting at least one piece of 
the 90s stuck in your head.

another CBC radio host, the 
late Peter Gzowski, and act as 
an emcee. But let’s see if we 
can’t coax a rendition of “King 
of Spain” out of him.

When Morten Alfred Hgirup 
and Harald Haugaard visit 
Folkfest this year, it will mark 
10 years that this celebrated 
duo of Danish folk music have 
been performing together. 
Their combination of 
traditional and contemporary 
Danish songs, played on 
guitar and violin with vocal 
accompaniment, is highly 
regarded in Denmark, where 
they have won seven Danish 
Music Awards for their six 
albums. And not without 
reason: audiences flock to 
their delicate and moving 
renditions. Critics compare 
them to the greats: The 
Georgia Strait deemed them 
“one of the great duos of folk 
music, playing with humour, 
a touch of swagger, and more 
than a few echoes of Django 
Reinhardt and Stéphane 
Grappelli.” 


When they played in Australia, 
Trad’ Now, commented, “They 
have that ability found in the 
greatest of duos of conjuring 
up a third personality when 
they play together; it was 

hard to believe that all those 
notes were coming from two 
instruments.” 


Harald Haugaard, on violin, 
and Morten Alfred Hgirup, 
responsible for both guitar 
and vocals, seek out their 


songs from the source: older 
musicians themselves, as 

well as from Danish music 
collections. The combination 
of traditional songs played 
with a rock-jazz sensibility, 

is “Danish music at its most 
melodious,” according to the 
pair’s website. Folk fest fans 
this year are sure to agree. JS

Colin Hay 

Scotland/ United States 
He is best known as the 
founder and front man of 
Australia’s 80s mega band Men 
at Work, but Colin Hay has 
worked out a successful solo 
career without the men. 


A native of Scotland, Colin 
moved to Melbourne in his 
teens and soon formed the 
band that will forever be 
associated with “the land 
down under”, a phrase that 
became world-renowned with 
the release of Business as Usual 
(1981), which sold over 10 
million copies and generated 
the hit singles “Who Can it Be 
Now’ and “Down Under.” 


By the late ’80s, he set out 

on his own, debuting with 
1987’s Looking for Jack (the 

title is said to refer to a brief 
encounter Hay had with actor 
Jack Nicholson). He continued 
to release solo material 
throughout the 90s, and was 
also known to moonlight as 
an actor accepting occasional

parts in cult films and in 

TV shows such as JAG, The 
Larry Sanders Show, and the 
sitcom Scrubs. One of Colin’s 
songs, “Beautiful World,” 

was featured on the Scrubs 
soundtrack, and more recently, 
his music was also featured 

on the series What About Brian 
and on the movie, Garden State. 


Colin’s latest recording, Ave 
You Lookin’ At Me, showcases 
his gifts as a writer and 
vocalist. “This man at work 
has survived success, endured, 
evolved and ultimately, 
reinvented himself,” says 
Exclaim! Magazine. 


Now a resident of Los Angeles, 
Colin has been on the road 
this summer with Ringo Starr. 
“What could be better than 
being on stage every night, 
turning around, and seeing 
Ringo? If Ringo calls, you’re 
going to do it.”

Chris Isaak might just be the 
closest thing we have to Elvis

club. 


Chris’s career has now 
spanned nearly 25 years, 


and includes nine albums, 
eight movies and numerous 
television appearances, 
including his own edgy sitcom, 
The Chris Isaak Show that co- 
starred the members of real- 
life band, Silvertone. 


Born in Stockton, California, 
to a potato chip factory worker 
mom and a forklift-drivin’ 
dad, Chris’s career took off 
immediately after his first 
album when film director 
David Lynch used two tracks 
on the soundtrack of the Blue 
Velvet. Over the years his songs 
have been used in a number 
of movies directed by the likes 
of Quentin Tarantino and 
Stanley Kubrick. He has also 
appeared in supporting roles 
in such films as That Thing You 
Do and Silence of the Lambs. And 
then there’s the memorable 
sexy video he did of his song 
“Wicked Game’ with a Danish 
supermodel. 


In concert Chris shows the 
same self-deprecating humour 
as he did on his TV show, 
unfortunately without “the 
Muse.” With a sexy crooning 
voice reminiscent of Roy 
Orbison’s and his high-calibre 
band, which includes Kenney 
Dale Johnson on drums, : 
Rowland Salley on bass and 
Hershel Yatovitz on guitar, 
Chris is sure to impress the 
guys and leave more than a 
few female members of the 
audience breathless. MS

Martyn Joseph 
Wales 

Martyn Joseph’s impressive 
catalogue of 29 albums over 
25 years has been called 

“an archive of our time.” 
Distinguished by the lyrical 
narrative of his songs, his 
work covers everything from 
protests against injustice and

inhumanity to exploring the 
fulfillment and fragilities of 
love to biting commentaries of 
social history. 


Martyn began his recording 
career in the early’80s, but it 
wasn’t until his self-financed 
live album An Aching and 
Longing Heart was released in 
1989 that Sony took notice. 

A deal with the major record 
label led to more mainstream 
acclaim in the ‘90s, including 
five Top 40 UK chart positions 
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with songs such as “Dolphins 
Make Me Cry” and “Working 
Mother.” 


Parting company with Sony, he 
signed with independent label 
Grapevine for Full Colour Black 
and White (1996) and Tangled 
Souls (1998), before forming 
his own Pipe Records in 1999. 
During this decade, Joseph has 
continued to deliver relevant 
and thought provoking songs. 
Recent highlights include 
Whoever It Was That Brought Me 
Here Will Have to Take Me Home 
(2003), released in the U.S. by 
American folk label Appleseed 
Records and Deep Blue (2005), 
considered by critics as “the 
man’s best yet”. 


Joseph’s latest effort Vegas 
((2007) has been described 
as a defining album that 

will open a new chapter in 
his career. “Never allowing 
himself to be pigeon-holed, 
Joseph steps out and makes 
some bold statements, intent 
to keep pushing boundaries,” 
says one album review. “More 
electric and edgy, sometimes 
fragile, sometimes robust, the 
tracks have a transatlantic yet 
universal feel.” RK

Habib Koité is a world music 
legend. It was his destiny. 
Born in a Senegalese railroad 
construction town into a noble 
line of griots — traditional 
troubadours who performed 
with wit and wisdom at social 
gatherings — he picked up his 
unique, open-string guitar 
style from his mother and a 
passion for music from his 
father’s father. En route to 

an engineering career, an 
uncle steered him into Mali’s 
National Institute of Arts,

style, intimate and relaxed as 
opposed to the more common 
operatic approach, began to 
flourish. 


When Habib sings — a haunting 
voice backed by the harmonicas, 
violins, percussion, horns and 
harp-like kora of his band 
Bamada — audiences are 
transported into his vision 

of Mali, whose diverse musical 
traditions he bridges. “Usually, 
Malian musicians play only 
their own ethnic music,” he 
says. “But me, I go everywhere.” 


Habib applies the same 
approach to the entire African 
continent, the focus of his most 
recent album, 2007's Afriki. 
Why do people risk everything 
to leave for new lives in the U.S. 
or Europe, 

he asks, but not take the same 
risks to make change in Africa? 
His music and his politics 

have made fans of Bonnie 

Raitt and Jackson Browne; 

he has been photographed 

by Vanity Fair and performed 
at WOMAD; he protested 
American agricultural policies 
alongside REM’s Michael Stipe 
and Alanis Morissette. As 
Billboard magazine proclaimed, 
he is “without question 

one of the most gifted and 
compelling performers on the 
contemporary Afropop scene.”

Calgary 

One the of requirements of 
being a bluegrass musician is 
that you have to respect your 
mother. So when Craig Korth 
was 12, and his mother, after 
watching a episode of The 
Beverly Hillbillies, asked him 
if wanted to learn the banjo, 
Craig, naturally, said yes. 


He learned quickly and 

his banjo picking has been 

in demand since he was a 
teenager. When he was 19 he 
played for the long-forgotten 
River City Ramblers, the first 
band ever to play main stage at 
Gallagher Park in 1981. 


Today, Craig is one of the 
most successful and well- 
known bluegrass performers 
in Canada. He’s a Western 
Canadian Banjo and Guitar 
Champion. He is also the host 
of Fire on the Mountain, CKUA’s 
popular bluegrass program. 


While he is mostly known as a 
member of Jerusalem Ridge, 
western Canada’s premier 
bluegrass band since 1989, 
Craig’s current project, Widow 
Maker, is starting to get a lot of 
attention. 


In 2006, he released a solo 
album, Bankview, that went 

to No. 2 on the charts on 
CKUA Radio. “Craig Korth has 
produced a brave, evocative 
and temperamental album 
that is more substantive

than simple hot licks,” wrote 
Bluegrass Now magazine. 

“ Bankview is a massive 
undertaking replete with 
fortitude to challenge and 
defeat constraints and 
expectations.

icons such as the Rolling 
Stones, Aerosmith and B.B. 
King. 


Not bad for a 16-year-old. 
Now with five albums under 
his belt and a Grammy

voice and honing his writing, 
incorporating Motown and 
funk into his songs. When 
Stevie Wonder was inducted 
into the Songwriters Hall of 
Fame, Wonder chose Jonny to 
perform “Livin’ in the City” at 
the event.

While many pop music careers 
are fleeting, Aimee Mann’s 
literary songwriting talents 
and sultry voice have given her 
a solid career for 26 years and 
counting. 


Originally from Virginia, 
Aimee Mann dropped out of 
music school in Boston to play 
in a the punk rock band The 
Young Snakes. Subsequently 
seeking “sweetness and 
melody,” she co-founded, 

with fellow student Michael 
Hausman, the new wave 

band, Til Tuesday. In 1985, 
their synth-laden single, 
“Voices Carry,” became a 
smash success. With her 
then-signature spiky platinum 
blonde hair, Aimee, along with 
Hausman, accepted the MTV 
Video Music Award for Best 
New Artist. 


After three albums with’ Til 
Tuesday, Aimee struck off 

to pursue her solo career in 
1990. During the nineties, 
she released a handful of solo 
albums, all of which were 
critically acclaimed but whose 
popularity never approached 
that of *Til Tuesday. Not 
until 1999, when her music 
formed the backbone of the 
hit movie Magnolia, famous 
for its frog-raining scene, did 
she resurface in the popular 
imagination. More than 


just contributing the songs 
synonymous with the film, 
including “Save Me,” Aimee’s 
music was the inspiration for 
the film’s character and plot. 


This foray into cinema wasn’t 
surprising, though. Aimee’s 
songwriting has always had 
strong literary qualities. 

In 2004, she released The 
Forgotten Arm, an album that 
told the story of the road trip 
of a Vietnam veteran and 

his girlfriend. She conceived 
of the album as a novella 

in which the story unfurled 
slowly, with plenty of character 
development. 


Aimee’s new album, Smilers, 
has just been released.

Catherine’s award-winning 
sophomore effort Church Bell 
Blues is touted as a “bona 
fide roots gem” and was 
voted “Critics Favourite New 
Discoveries” in Penguin Eggs 
Magazine. Initially released 


in 2006 as an indie, the 
album has been referred to 

by All Music Guide as “stark, 
confessional and brutally 
honest, with a spirit remincient 
of a Dar Williams or a Patti 
Griffin.” Toronto’s True North 
Records was impressed. The 
roots music powerhouse 
signed her and re-released the 
CD internationally last year, 
quickly propelling it to No. 1 
on the iTunes Roots Album 
chart in Canada.

After listening to La Musgana, 
no one will say that the task of 
preserving musical tradition 
can’t also be a lot of fun. 
Incorporating traditional 
Castilian dance tunes, love 
songs, and wedding music 
into their performances, La 
Musgana, whose name means 
“water rat” in Spanish, isn’t 
afraid to indulge in the odd 
flirtation with funk or rock. 


Formed in 1986, the core 

of La Musgana is Enrique 
Almendros, Jose Marti 
Climent, and Rafa Martin. 
Enrique, an Appalachian 
dulcimer player, was playing 
Irish music when, by chance, 
he heard a traditional Spanish 
tune on the radio. He tracked 
down the performer, and 
proceeded to spend many 
months studying the music 
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La Musgana 


of his homeland. He then 
joined forces with Jose 
(fiddler-turned-bagpipe 
player) and Rafa (guitarist- 
turned-hurdy-gurdy player). 
Shortly thereafter, Jaime 
Munoz (flute) and Carlos 
Beceiro (bass) rounded out 
the traditional Spanish sound 
of the group. After their self 
titled album appeared in 1988, 
the group was catapulted to 
fame in Spain. They won the 
Spanish National Folk Award 
for young performers that 
year, and released their major- 
label debut album the next.

Joan Osborne’s long musical 
journey has gone from the 
hills of Kentucky to the streets 
of Brooklyn; from India to the 
shadows of Motown. 


With her soulful voice and 
skilled pen Joan has won five 
Grammy nominations and had 
a huge smash hit in “(What if 
God Were) One of Us.” Since 
her career got in gear in the 
‘80s, she has experimented 
with all kinds of music, 
studied singing in India and 
performed for the Dalai Lama; 
recorded with artists such as 
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Vince Gill and toured with the 
likes of the Funk Brothers, the 
Grateful Dead and the Dixie 
Chicks. And with explorations 
going deep into the blues, it 
was no accident that Joan was 
one of the artists in Standing 
in the Shadows of Motown, 
belting out “Heat Wave” and 
“What Becomes of the Broken 
Hearted”. It’s also no accident 
that her latest album, Breakfast 
in Bed, features a mix of 
vintage soul tunes and Joan’s 
originals. 


“When I first started singing 
with any kind of seriousness, 

I was involved with the roots 
music scene in NYC and got a 
real education in soul, rhythm 
and blues. Etta James, Howlin’ 
Wolf ... it was the same for me 
back then as it is now. I try to 
emulate the emotional rawness 
of their music,” she writes on 
her website. 


Born in Kentucky, she moved 
to New York in the “80s and 
formed her own record label 
before being snapped up by 
Mercury and was propelled 

to stardom with her first 
album, Relish. Those who 
were at Osborne’s last Folkfest 
appearance remember the 
high energy show and the 


extremely tight band, but 
more than anything they'll 
remember the voice, which 
Rolling Stone says “conveys 
whole choirs of feeling.” MS

Set aside Outlaw Social’s 
playful good looks and the 
fun they always seem to have 
on stage. Forget their superbly 
layered harmonies and moody,

The roots of Outlaw Social 
started in Victoria years ago 
when Pharis Romero and 
Catherine Black started 
singing and playing together 
in a duo called Horsefly. The 
two women were already 
starting to raise some 
attention, by the seamless 
blend of their voices and their 
unique arrangements, but 

it morphed into something 
bigger when they met Oliver 
Swain at a watering hole 
appropriately called the Lucky 
Bar. The former bassist with

the Bills was nursing a drink at 
the bar and had been AWOL 
for some time, having escaped 
to the Bayou to play bass with 
The Red Stick Ramblers in 
Louisiana. In fact, the gals had 
just been talking about Swain 
when he appeared. “We were 
just standing there against 

a brick wall,” Pharis told the 
Georgia Straight. “I remember 

it really well, because it’s quite 
possibly one of the oddest 
perfect moments in life.” 


They convinced Kendel 
Carson, one of Victoria’s most 
in-demand fiddle players, and 
the versatile Adam Dobres on 
acoustic & electric guitars to 
join the band. 
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Fresh off a summer of western 
Canadian festival shows, 
Outlaw Social is bound to 
corral a herd of new fans here 
in Edmonton. They were voted 
favourite folk/roots band in 
the 2007 Monday Magazine 
Awards and Tony Montague 
named Dry Bones, recorded live 
off the floor at Victoria’s Baker 
Studios, one of his top 10 discs 
for 2007.

She has recorded 
with the likes of Eddie Vedder, 
Dave Grohl and even Yoko 
Ono. She served as celebrity 
spokeswoman for a line of 
jewelry from Chanel, and her 
voice can also be heard on 
commercials for The Gap and 





De Beers. She has acted in 
films with Ethan Hawke and 
Jude Law. 


These days her head is firmly 
screwed on, and her music and 
shows have never been better. 
Recent shows in the Big Apple 
were called by Time Out New 
York “triumphant, in the classic 
show-biz sense.”

There were a few chuckles, but 
it shows the attention to detail 
that John gives to his playing, 
especially the tone he gets 
from his 1924 Gibson Lloyd 
Loar.

Luis Emilio Rios 
Cuba/Alberta 

Cuban musician and 
songwriter Luis Emilio Rios 
might sound familiar to fans 
of ;Bomba! but even they 
might not know the breadth 
of Rios’ career in music before 


he joined the Canadian-Latin 
band. 


Born in Havana, Cuba in 1963, 
Luis was drawn to rhythm and 
melody even as a child. He 
debuted his talents at a student 
festival when he was only 12 
and soon after, joined Cuba’s 
Movimiento de la Nueva Trova 
(New Song Movement). With 
his brother Efrain Rios, he 
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Luis Emilio Rios 


formed Septeto Raison in 
1989 and brought traditional 
Afro-Cuban music to more 
than a dozen countries, 
making records in Japan, the 
United States, Italy and Cuba. 
He’s best known for penning 
“Que Manera de Quererte” 
(What a Way to Love You), a 
Salsa classic featured in the 
1994 soundtrack for the The 
Specialist starring Sylvester 
Stallone, but he’s also released 
an astounding 20 recordings 
in his 33-year career. 


These days, he’s the frontman 
for Edmonton-based ;Bomba!, 
joining founders Mario 
Allende, Rubim de Toledo 
and Chris Andrew and Cuban 
colleague Aldo Aquirrer. 
jBomba!’s latest offering Entre 
Sol y Luz, is a sophisticated 
blend of jazz, samba and 
rumba. You might also find 
Luis collaborating with 
Calgary-based Latin musician 
Daniel Menjivar. Or, you could 
spot him leading a rhumba 
line in a school gymnasium, 
which is exactly what he did 
last December at Sturgeon 
Composite High in Namao 
after he and his ;Bomba! 
bandmates taught students 
there a few things about 
Cuban roots music.

Her major-label debut 
occurred in 2006, with Jf 
Your Memory Serves You Well. 
That album includes a best- 
of CanCon including covers 





of Leonard Cohen’s “Sisters 
of Mercy” and a dangerously 
catchy rendition of “Good 
Morning Starshine” from the 
60s musical Harr.

The Sadies are tough to pin 
down musically but they're 
easy to like — a lot. How has 
this Toronto band’s music 
been defined? Oh, it goes 
something like this: a weird 
and wonderful combination 
of 60s country rock and 
psychedelia, country and 
western, surf and — why the 
heck not — punk. The quartet 
covers a lot of bases, but they 
definitely create a unique and 
wonderful sound. 


The band has put out 11

Dallas, vocals and guitar, 

and Travis, vocals, guitar and 
fiddle, boast a fine Canadian 

musical pedigree. They’re the 


sons of Bruce Good, a member 


of the country trio The Good 
Brothers. Mike Belitsky 
(drums, guitar and vocals) 
and Sean Dean (bass), who 
round out The Sadies, have a 
kind of punk energy on stage. 


The Good family has a 
strong presence on New 
Seasons. The Good Brothers, 
who are members of the 
Canadian Country Hall of 
Fame, contribute some banjo, 
autoharp and guitar playing, 
while mom Margaret Good 
contributes backing vocals. 


When they aren’t releasing 
their own albums, The Sadies 
have won notice for their 
collaborations with other 
artists. They are the band on 
Neko Case’s The Tigers Have 
Spoken and many of her other 
discs. The band has also 
released an album with Greg 
Keelor of Blue Rodeo and Rick 
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The Sadies 
White (Eric’s Trip, Elevator) 
under the band name The 
Unintended.

Ontario 

Hailed by many in the music 
industry as a songwriting 
genius, 11-time Juno Award 
nominee Ron Sexsmith has 
been credited with “mapping 
the human heart with surgical 
skill” with his trademark mix 
of melancholy and melody.

Bob Wiseman. The collection 
of songs earned him a writing 
contract and record deal with 
Interscope Records. 


After inking a deal with his 
current label Nettwerk, he 
expanded his body of work 
with several more albums, 
including a 2005 collaborative 
effort of mainly acoustic 
material with longtime 
bandmate Don Kerr in 
Destination Unknown. His 
newest CD, Exit Strategy of 
the Soul features a song he 
co-wrote with latest music 
sensation, Feist. 


The prolific artist has found 
an international audience, 
awards, and respect from 
fellow artists, many of whom 
have done covers of his songs. 
But he still strives to write 
better songs. 


“Sometimes you hear 
someone say all the great 
songs have been written, but 
it’s amazing what can be done 
with a limited amount of notes 
and chords,” he says. “The 
challenge is to find a melody 
you can call your own and a 
fresh point of view on an old 
theme.”

Born December 26, 1980 in 
Decatur, Georgia, Ryan began 
singing in the Pentecostal 
church at the age of three and 
performed in a family group 
with his four brothers. 


In 1998 he arrived in New 
York in the cast of the play, 

I Know I’ve Been Changed and 
joined the resident cast of the

Motown Café on West 57" 
Street. He originally tried to 
make it on Broadway, but that 
didn’t quite happen for him. 


In New York he discovered 
and performed soul favourites 
from Memphis and Detroit. 
With a voice that sounds as 
vintage as Otis Redding, he 
was soon to find his road. 


In 2004 Ryan was recruited 
into the Fabulous Soul 


Shakers, a vocal group 
specializing in classic soul 
and doo-wop. The group’s 
guitarist, Johnny Gale, was 
deeply impressed with Ryan’s 
talent and urged Jimmy 
Bralower to check him out. 
Bralower, one of NYC’s most 
in-demand session players, 
heard Ryan in 2006 and was 
blown away. They collaborated 
on Ryan’s first solo CD, This is 
Ryan Shaw. 


No doubt, Ryan’s soul stew will 
get the entire hill “shakin’ a 
tail feather.” MP

Few performers list a litany 

of childhood pets in their 
biographies, but Al Simmons 
is a very strange man. And 
how better to appeal to young 
audiences (and their parents) 
than by embracing your inner 
bizarreness? 


Al never fails to live up to 

his advance billing: if his set 
doesn’t deliver the “inventive 
musical comedy” that he 
promises, then somebody 
better double-check whether 
the guy up on stage actually 
won the World Championship 
Zucchini Race back in 2005 or 
if he’s an imposter. 


To call Al Simmons a 
children’s entertainer doesn’t 


convey his full story. Of 
course, his full story features 
a pet chicken, a duo with Fred 
“The Cat Came Back” Penner, 
Sesame Street appearances 

and an uncle who plays a 
ukulele made out of a toilet 
seat, so we don’t need to go 
there. Know this, however: 
Simmons has parlayed an 
affinity for vaudeville, flipper- 
like feet and clever wit into 

an award-winning, one-man 
stage show. He sings about 
collecting rocks, the life cycle 
of mosquitoes and socks that 
pine for the open road. 


The word “zany” comes to 
mind. Speaking of which: “For 
those in search of the truly 
zany, the undisputed king is Al 
Simmons,” praised Maclean’s 
magazine. “His act,” raved 

the Globe and Mail, “at once 
frenetic and engaging simple, 
is a tour-de-force of ingenious, 
charming silliness.”

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Jayme was already a banjo 
player of some renown, 
having studied with greats 
such as Bela Fleck and Tony 
Trischka. Now Magazine says 
Jayme “has jam band fans 
doing cartwheels in the street 
and hardcore jazz fans re- 
examining their priorities.” 


But he had a longtime desire 
to study the origins of the 
banjo, which came to North 
America with African slaves, 
and he wanted to find out 
about the music that didn’t 
cross to America with slavery. 
As he says, “I wanted find out 
how music is made on their 
own turf.” 


He sought out the local 
musicians in his trips by 
public bus to small villages, 
many lacking electricity, and 
where recorded music had 
not been heard. He found 
banjo playing almost identical 
to Appalachian clawhammer 
style, and much more. He 
found the polyrhythms and 
melodies that never made 

it to North America. The 
experience changed his 
approach to composition, 
rhythm, and made him much 
more attuned to music’s 
effects on the community and 
emotional experience. 


The experience also 
culminated in his musical 
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partnership with Mansa 
Sissoko, a griot singer and 
player of the kora, a 21-string 
African harp. The two 

had met four years earlier, 
and their heart-to-heart 
connection convinced Jayme 
to make the trip to Africa. 


They will be joined by Grant 
Gordy on guitar, Paul Mathew 
on bass and Nick Fraser on 
percussion.

and Tristan Rosenstock on 
bodhran. 


Since the band was 
“discovered” on an Irish 
television show, Téada has 
recorded three albums to 
growing acclaim. Celtic music 
aficionados say the band has 
made its own mark by playing 
relatively obscure tunes, and 
by playing them in a way 

that focuses on the beauty 

of the songs rather than on 
the technical skill of the 
musicians. Téada’s skill and 
spirit is wowing people around 
the world and a notable 
highlight was a headlining 





appearance to an audience of 
30,000 in Brittany in 2006. 


“Téada’ translated into Irish 
means strings, not only the 
strings of instruments but also 
in the sense of the tradition 
that binds us together, such as 
the pub and its music binding 
a community together.

Daby Touré 


Two generations ago, Daby’s 
ancestors were shoemakers 

in Mali who used the skins of 
crocodiles for their craft. But 
when the crocodile population 
dramatically dropped, the 
family dispersed. Daby’s 
grandfather ended up in 
Senegal, and his father, who 
became a doctor, ended up in 
Mauritania, which is on the 
dividing line between black 
and Arab Africa. 


In the late 1980s Daby went 

to live in a small village on 

the bank of the Senegal 

River, where he learned about 
farming, cattle rearing and 
the rhythms of village life. His 
father, Hamidou, wanted him 
to have a “real career,” and 
discouraged him from playing

music. But Daby managed to 
sneak in enough time with 
his father’s guitar to learn the 
instrument. 


In 1989, when inter-ethnic 
violence was wracking 
Mauritania, Hamidou got the 


chance to move to Paris to play 


music, and he took 18-year-old 
Daby with him. There was no 
stopping Daby from a career in 
music, and he soaked in many 
influences in Paris, from big 
pop bands like the Police to 
the modern jazz of Weather 
Report. With his cousin Omar, 
he formed Touré Touré, which 
got a recording contract with 
a French independent label, 
but eventually he found the 
traditional bag too restrictive, 
and he struck out on his own 
with his acoustic-guitar-based 
blend of many influences. 


“It’s like a painter who gets 

up to paint a painting,” Daby 
says. “I get up in the morning, 
I pick up my guitar and I start 
working. I don’t know where 
I’m going but I go.”MS

Growing up in the unlikely 
bluegrass state of Vermont, 
Tyminski began his 
professional music career as 
a teenager, touring with a 
local band, and soon rose to 
prominence in the late ‘80s 
playing mandolin with the 
Lonesome River Band. 
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A brief stint with Alison Krauss 
and Union Station followed in 
the early ‘90s, and he joined 
the celebrated ensemble for 
good in 1994, playing guitar 
and contributing his hard- 
edged vocals and flawless 
harmonies to the band’s 

broad range of traditional and 
contemporary material. 


The 14-year association with 
Union Station has produced 
a string of highly acclaimed 
and commercially successful 
albums, as well as Grammy, 
Country Music Association 
and International Bluegrass 
Association awards. 


In 2000, Dan gained 
international attention as 

the singing voice of George 
Clooney in the Coen Brothers’ 
film O Brother Where Art Thou. 
He elevated bluegrass to the 
top of the charts with his 
powerful rendition of “Man of 
Constant Sorrow,” and turned 
the soundtrack a huge hit. His 
work was heaped with more 
awards, including Grammys 
for best country collaboration 
with vocals and the prestigious 
album of the year. 


That same year also marked 
the release of his debut solo 
album Carry Me Across the 
Mountain. With Union Station 
currently on hiatus, Dan 
recently released his second 
solo effort Wheels. RK

Mix Appalachian acoustic 
music with a love of China and 
you get Abigail Washburn, a 
singer-songwriter from the 
United States who can pluck 

a mean clawhammer banjo 
while beautifully crooning 
original tunes in English and 
Mandarin. 


Backed by an all-star band 
that includes banjo whiz Bela 
Fleck, cellist Ben Sollee and 
Casey Driessen on fiddle, 
Abigail and the group have 
been touring and winning 
rave reviews from Boston to 
Beijing. They have even played 
in Tibet. 





As a young college student, 
Abigail, who originally wanted 
to become a lawyer, had a 
musical epiphany when she 
heard Doc Watson play the 
song Shady Grove. Later, 
during a trip to China she 
picked up Mandarin very 
quickly and one night found 
herself in a Beijing club 
belting out Appalachian 
mountain tunes to the locals 
in their language. 


“It’s actually harder to put 
English words to music than 
Chinese,” Abigail explains. 
“Chinese is all one or two 
syllable words and most have 
open vowels at the end of the 
word, so the language almost 
sings by itself. 


On her return to the U.S. 

she honed her playing and 
songwriting skills, recording 
Song of the Travelling Daughter 
and then an E.P. with the 
Sparrow Quartet. Abigail also 
plays banjo with the popular 
all-female string band, Uncle 
Earl. 


The Sparrow Quartet just 
released a new album in May. 
Bela, who also loves pushing 
the boundaries of banjo and 
acoustic music, calls the group 
a stringband with a difference 
as the players build and 
improvise around Abigail’s 
sound. With two banjos, cello 
and violin, and Abigail’s 
haunting voice and melodies, 
the sound is unique — in 
Mandarin or in English.

by a table saw (and past lives 
as a model, surfer and cabbie) 
was handed the reins of a 
new genre: sadcore.

religiosity of rural Florida, 
equal parts Tom Waits and 
Flannery O’Connor — was 
officially in. 


“For 20 years I'd written 
these dark little songs,” Jim 
responded. “Every once in 

a while I’d play them for 
someone and they’d shout, 
‘Stop! That sucks so bad it 
makes my ears pop!’ Then 

a thing called ‘alt country’ 
came along and, boom, all of 
a sudden everyone’s hollering 
‘Jim, you're a friggin’ genius!’ 
I mean, what happened?” 


Jim White, lugs a been-there, 
done-that authenticity to his 
shows. Dead broke? Check. 
Broken up with a pregnant 
girlfriend? Check. Living in 
a borrowed mobile home? 
Check. His hurtin’ songs of 
the American South (“A Bar 
Is Just A Church Where They 
Serve Beer,” “10 Miles To Go 
On A Nine-Mile Road”) are 
mostly deadpan lyrics over 
stripped down guitars. Truth 
and mythology merge in a 
trippy, dark world where Jesus 
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drives a tricked-out motor 
home and “the more that you 
lose, the more you wait to 
find.” DR
